Case 357 : Narrative 



Case Vehicle (A): 2001 Ford Vehicle (B): 1992 Pontiac 


Type: Taurus, 4-door sedan Type: Grand Am, 2-door coupe 


Driver: 38- year-old female Driver: 35- year-old female 


CDC: 12-FDEW-3 CDC: 12-FDEW-5 



This is a fatal crash. The driver of vehicle (B) died of injuries sustained in this 
two-vehicle head-on crash. 

SITUATION 

1 It was dusk, there were no streetlights, and the two-lane, two-way asphalt road 
was dry and free of defects. 2 Case vehicle (A) was traveling north in the 
northbound lane at an unknown speed and was descending a negative grade. 3 
Vehicle (B) was traveling south in the southbound lane of the same roadway at 
an unknown speed and was also descending a negative grade. 4 As both 
vehicles approached the bottom of the hill, vehicle (B) crossed the centerline into 
the northbound lane and struck case vehicle (A) in a full-frontal, head-on 
configuration. Following the initial impact, case vehicle (A) rotated 
counterclockwise approximately 90 degrees and came to rest on the east 
shoulder facing west. Vehicle (B) rotated approximately 90 degrees 
counterclockwise and came to rest in the middle of the road facing east. 
The police accident report indicates A-level injuries for the female driver of case 
vehicle (A) who was transported by ambulance to a regional level-one trauma 
center where she was hospitalized for two days. The police accident report 
indicates thatthe driver of vehicle (B) was fatally injured and was transported to 
the local morgue. The driver of vehicle (B) had been drinking but no alcohol test 
results were obtained. 



GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH 
SEVERITIES 

5 6 Damage to case vehicle (A) was severe. 7 Direct damage began at the left- 
front bumper corner and extended across the full width of the front end. 8 The 
maximum crush atthe bumper level was 72 cm and occurred atthe left-front 
bumper corner. The leftwheelbase was reduced by 29 cm and the right 
wheelbase was unchanged. 

9 10 11 12 Damage to vehicle (B) was severe. 13 Directdamage began atthe 
left-front bumper corner and extended across the full width of the vehicle. The 
maximum crush atthe bumper level was 115 cm and occurred atthe left-front 
bumper corner. The leftwheelbase was reduced by 73 cm and the right 
wheelbase was reduced by 3 cm. The damage was more extensive on the left 
side than the right, and the left A-pillar was displaced by the impact to a nearly 
vertical orientation. 14 The left sill and roof siderail were buckled and there was 
remote buckling down the entire leftside of the vehicle. 

Using the WinSMASH crash-reconstruction program, and crush profiles 
measured for 16 17 case vehicle (A) and 15 vehicle (B), the following impact 
severities were calculated:

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 
Exterior 

16 17 18 In the front, the bumper was crushed to the rear, the grille and headlight 
assemblies were shattered, and the radiator was damaged. 19_The hood was 
crushed rearward, causing the middle portion of the hood to buckle up. The hood 
latch was damaged but not released, and the hood remained on the vehicle. Both 
hood hinges were deformed butthe hood hinges were not separated. The rear 
edge ofthe hood was elevated butdid not contact the damaged windshield. The 
windshield was cracked throughout, probably from cowl distortion, butthe bond 
was not separated and the plastic interlayerwas not torn. 19 The left A-pillar was 
slightly displaced rearward causing remote buckling to the left roof side rail but 
the right A-pillar appeared to be undamaged. 

8 On the leftside, the fender was crushed to the rear and buckled down. The left- 
front wheel was crushed rearward into the cowl, resulting restriction of wheel 
rotation and a 29-cm reduction ofthe leftwheelbase. 19 The driver door was 
jammed shut but remote buckling atthe left A-pillar, the left roof siderail, and 
nearthe B-pillar caused the doorto not properly fit within the doorframe. There 
was no damage to the glazing in the left-side doors butthe left-rear door was 
also jammed shut and there was remote buckling atthe C -pillar. There was no 
other left-side damage. 

20 There was no damage to the rearof the vehicle. The backlightwas not 
damaged and the trunk remained closed. 

21 22 On the right side, there was no damage to the right-side doors or door 
glazing, and both right doors were operational. The rightwheelbase was 
unchanged and there was no left-side wheel or tire damage. The front portion of 



the right fender was damaged from impact with vehicle (B) and the lens cover of 
right- front parking light was shattered. There was no other right side damage. 



Interior 

23 24 This vehicle was equipped with steering-wheel and dash-mounted frontal- 
impact airbags, and both deployed during the frontal impact. 25 26 The vehicle is 
also equipped with buckle-side pretensioners for the front outboard seating 
positions and the driver side pretensioner deployed. 

27 28 29 In the driverseating area, the steering-wheel rim was not deformed but 
there was a cloth transfer on the underside of the steering column. 26_The driver 
seatbelt buckle was deformed and pulled down due to deployment of the 
pretensioner. 30 31 32_The sliding latch plate was not marked by occupant 
loading but the beltwebbing was jammed into the rear corner of the D-ring and 
the webbing was marked by plastic transfers from the D-ring. 27 33 There was a 
small scuffmark on the leftside of the upperflap of the steering-wheel airbag 
module and there was a small bloodstain just below the center of the airbag. 34 
The leftside of the driver knee bolster was scuffed and deformed. 35 The toepan 
was intruded and the gas pedal was deformed and pushed to the right. 36 There 
was no damage to the instrument cluster or control knobs on the driver portion of 
the instrument panel. 37 There was a spider-web crack in the windshield directly 
in front of the steering-wheel rim. 38 There was no damage to the interior panel 
of the driver door. 

39 40 41 In the center- front area, the rearview mirror was cracked and dislodged 
from its mount, and it apparently struck and fractured the center of the 
windshield. There was no damage to the windshield header or visor. 35 There 
was also no damage to the vertical console, to the radio, or to the climate 
controls, but the forward portion of the floor console was buckled and cracked 



due to toepan intrusion. 42 The plastic cover of the console mounted 
transmission selector was loosened due to the damage to the floor-mounted 
console. 

43 In the right-front seating area, the windshield was damaged due to cowl 
deformation. 44 There was no damage to the airbag cover or the airbag and 
there was no damage to the windshield header or visor. The glove compartment 
doorwas slightly misaligned but it remained closed. 45 There was no damage to 
the interior panel of the right-frontdoor. 

46 47 48 49 50 5^52 53 54 There was no damage in the second seating row, 
but the right-rear seatback/trunk access panel had opened during the collision 
and this allowed bottles of a 12-pack of beer to move forward into the rear 
seating area and break.

OCCUPANT KINEMATICS AND INJURIES 

32 55 The 5-ft, 7-in, 159-lb, 38-year-old female driverwas using the available 
three-point belt and the steering-wheel airbag deployed. 25 The buckle-side 



seatbelt pretensioner deployed, as evidenced by deformation to the plastic 
sleeve that covers the buckle-side cable. The driver seat was in a mid-track 
position with the seatback slightly reclined and the steering wheel was tilted to a 
middle position. 

On impact, the driver moved forward relative to the vehicle interior, into the belt 
restraints and airbag. 37 She sustained a displaced intra-articular fracture to the 
right distal radius, probably due to forearm contact with the windshield, as 
evidenced by a spiderweb crack in the windshield directly in front and above the 
steering wheel. 55 She sustained an abrasion to the nose, probably from contact 
by the steering-wheel airbag, and she sustained a contusion to the right upper 
arm from contact with the airbag. She sustained bilateral hip abrasions and 
bilateral abdominal contusions, probably from contact with the lap belt. 56 She 
sustained a right knee abrasion and a fracture to the right patella from contact 
the base of the steering column shroud, as evidenced by a cloth transfer to the 
underside of the column shroud. 34 5J7 She sustained an abrasion to the left 
knee from contact with the knee bolster, as evidenced by deformation to the knee 
bolster.
